There is dOnsiderable room for argument upon 


* the nature and scope of our mora! obligations to 


the Fhilippine peoples. But ag to one, we think 


| 


there ought to be no difference among reasonable 


men. That is our obligation to make up our minds 
what to do with the islands, to clarify our political 
policy, to determine in definite and decisive form 
whether we propose to turn them loose and if #0 
when, or to retain them in the American system, 
and if so upon what comditions 

We are quite aware that it is easier to declare 
this duty than to perform it. But difficulty is no 
excuse for indefinite postponement of at.least a 
sincere attempt at performance. If we owe any- 
thing to the Philippine people we owe them a de- 
cision and at the earliest practical moment, for 
while we procrastinate the materia! progress of the 
islands is in suspension and even their political 
and their social conditions are held in a state of 
confusion from which real progress cannot be ez- 
pected. We quite agree with Senator Osmena when 
he complains that “there can be no economic de- 
velopment until the political situation is cleared 
up.. Foreign capital is needed but will not come 
til the uncertainty ends, it is time the situa 
was cleared up.” 

Tas TRIBUNE has repeatedly expressed itself to 
the same effect. We have sald: Get out of the 
Philippines or get in. - We are now half out and 
half in. We have given enough power to the 
Filipinos to make our contro] largely ineffective 
and we have retained all the international responst- 
bility for a sovereignty we are in doubt whether 
to defend or surrender. We are drifting and there 
ig one thing certain about our destination if we 
centinue to drift, and that certainty is trouble, 
trouble in the internal affairs of the Philippines, 


trouble in its external affaira. 


Tas TRIBUNB has pointed this out repeatedly 
and it urges now that, despite the indifference of 
the public to vur Philippine problem, and the pre 
occupation of such mind as we have for foreign 
affairs with Europe, our government turn its at- 


tention seriously and without further postpone- 


ment to the Philippine situation and the determina- 
tien of a policy for its solution. 

The problem, as we have said, 19 not an easy 
one, but all the more reason why it should be vigor- 
ously attacked at once. We certainly do not favor 
@ enap judgment. On the contrary we urge that 
the discussion begin with the facts, all the major 
facta. There is a considerable influence directed 
by political generalities of assumed universal! valid- 
ity. The Philippine politicians exploit this adroitly. 
In the absence of an informed public opinion this 
imfluence will have more weight than it could have 
in any of our affairs to which the practical Amer} 
can mind gives its attention, But waiving this 
factor, tt should be obvious that not only our press 
and public but our legislators who will have to

BRITISH BUILT TANKS. 
Britain learned several lessons during the war. 
The results are to be seen now. The visiting pre 
miers of the empire, perhaps with an tmpertal 
motive behind the show, were given a View of a 
few British built military products—the most high- 
ly developed tanks yet produced. 
It took the war and three great defeats—Mons, 
Jutiand, and March, 1918—to teach Britain that a

tt must advance step by step with scientific 
and industrial progress, and with policy or become 
dangerousty archaic. Germany, virtually through- 
out the war, led and held the upper hand in in- 
venttveness, the first, for example, to use gas and 
flame throwers, to develop fast planes, turret pen- 
etrating howitzers, and submarines. Even Ger- 
man shipbuilding theory and naval stratugy were 
found to be superior to British, as Jutlan:i proved. 
The one great British contribution to military 
science was the invention of the tank. It is 
logical, therefore, that Britain should keep on with 
the tank, experimenting with it, perfecting it. To 
do less, with a British invented war machine, 
would be folly. The premiers, as a result, saw 
|| what is undoubtedly the present ultimate in tank 
development—one man machines capable of doing 
thirty miles an hour, huge ambulatory fortresses 


lable to carry a three tnch gun about the country- 


side at the rate of sixteen miles an hour. 

It is folly for any country, the United States 
included, to ignore the lessons of the world war 
and fail to continue the refinement of weapons 
which will be indispensable in any future conflict. 
In this country, notable as no other is for its 
inventive, mechanical, and industrial genius and 
efficiency, there is still heard the paradoxical 
axiom concerning the ihfantry os the queen of 
battles. As well say that a three mile an hour 
pedestrian is the king of the highway. Sword and 
buckler are effective enough as articles of martial 
rostrum propaganda, but the wars of the future 
will be decided by inventions as modern as beam 
radio and the helicopter.

BOYS AND MEN. 

\ The Union League club has laid the corner stone 
of a second boys’ club which, by Feb. 1, it is ex- 
pected, will be open to the 15,000 boys in the square 
mile about Lincoln street and Emerson avenue. 
The Union League dedicated its first boys’ club 
seven years ago; nine months later juvenile 
delinquency in the district had fallen off 76 per 
cent.

The Union League, by pro 
viding decent environment for thousands of boys, 
is benefiting both boys and society. There are 
few jobs more worth while than this one of saving 
good boy material from turning into a bad adult 
product.

THERE EVOLVE 
AN AMERICAN RACE? 
HERD are those who think that 
a new human type is being evolved 
in America. It is thought man 
originated on the shores of the oid 
Gobi sea, now the Gobi desert of Asia. 
Within a few centuries three human 
types had developed from the 
common stock. These splitoffs occurred 
by reason of the isolation of the Htma- 
layan valleys into which man had mi- 
grated from the nearby Gobi sea. One 
theory is that no radical change in any 
of these three types has occurred since 
then. are those who claim that 
out of mixture of stocks here in 
America an admixture which makes the 
Tower of Babel A B C, there 
will come‘the ad variation since 
the days of the Gobi sea. The nfeiting 


| pot melts siowly, but it melts exceed- 


ingly well. 

To my mind there is no proof that there 
is now, or ever will be, an American 
‘type that differs radically from the gen- 
eral European type. But I am equally 
certain that there will be some, though 
not a radical change, in thes American. 
The factors that are to contribute to 
that charge’ are worth hearing about. 
.Our population is increasing, though 
more slowly than ever before, at least 
within a century. The increase is now 
due almost entirely to excess of births 
over deaths. A study by Pearl shows 
that the increase in our population is 
principally among the people engaged 
in manufacturing, mining and agricul- 
ture. The people belonging to the pro- 
fessional classes are not having children 
enough to maintain their class numeri- 
cally as compared with their class in 
previous decadea, In comparison with the 
mining, manufacturing, and agricultural 
classes the clerical, domestic, and per- 
sonal service and the transportation 
classes are about in the game class with 
the professional group so far as size of 
families and excess of births over deaths 
is concerned. The excess in the manu- 
facturing, mining and agricultural 
groups is almost twice the*excess in the 
other groups mentioned, 


‘ 
When we come to the racial field, the 
differences betwceen the excess of births 
over deaths is far greater than it is tn 
the occupational field. The old New Eng- 
land stock is not supposed to have an

excess. The consensus of opinion is that 
‘they are losing in numbera The heaviest 
birth rates are among the people of Pol- 
igh and Italian stocks, Most ef the great 
excess of births over deaths in these 
groups are among people born abroad, 
or the children of people born abroad. 

The Scandinavian stocks have smaller 
birth rates, but since their death rates 
are low the excess of births over deaths 
‘ js high. The Indians were losing in popu- 
lation until recently. There are those 
who gay the Indian birth rate now equals 
the death rata. Negroes are having some 
excess of births over deaths in the coun- 
try, but none in the cities. However, 
just now the Negro death rate is fall- 
ing faster than the white death rate. The 
Chinese death rate exceeds the birth 
rate.

Is it philosophy or system 
of machinery? 

- I have been trying to find out and 
hate come to the conclusion that it 
takes part of both and as far as phil- 
osophy is concerned, it is the greatest 
paradox in the world’s history. 

The average American or European

Whole Basis of System Economic. 

Fascism is a series of paradoxes. It 
is a democratic movement in that it 
aims at thé greatest good of al! citi- 
zens, but it is reactionary in the meth- 


;0as by which it suppresses all liberty 


of speech and action. In fact, it de- 
nies the right of all liberty except lib- 
erty to work for the state. 

It is a socialist movement again in 
that it aims at the organization of in- 
dustry for the benefit of all citizens, 
but it repudiates the Marxian doctrines 
of class struggle, denies the existence 
of classes in the Marxian sense, and 
recognizes capitalists and intellectual 
workers as producers equally with 
manual laborers. 

The whole Fascist system is built as 
the soviet system in Russia was built, 
on the organization of industry, but, 
unlike Russia, it works because, un- 
like Russia, there is an equal place in 


ithe system for workers of all catego- 


understands two underlying philoso- 
phies in  politics—conservatism and 
liberalism. In the modern parliament- 
ary state party division is based on 
the conflict between these philosophies 
and in the last resort the origin of 


legislative policies may be traced to 


them. 
Leaders Unable to Explain It. 

I have been inquiring diligently what 
the underlying philosophy of Fascism 
is and have discovered that neither 
of these words mean dnything to the 
modern Italian. Among the men whom 
I have asked to define the Fascist 
philosophy are Cino Olivetti, secretary 
general of the federation of industry, 
which is the Fascist organization of 
employers; Edmondo Rossoni, presi- 
dent of the central labor syndicate; 
Senator Cippico, one of the original 
Fascists and representing the intel- 
lectual side of Italy; representatives 
of the Italian. foreign office; . leading 


Italian journalists, and others, and 


from all I received the same reply: 
“Fascism is the new spirit of 
Italy.” 
But what that means in the language 
of ordinary democratic countries all 
seemed unable to convey. 


“ All for the State.” 


I came to the conclusion that we 
were talking in different political lan- 
guages and that fascism is something 
entirely new in the political world 
which cuts across both the old philoso- 
phies and takes to itself, perhaps, 
much of the good of both. Its motto, 
which, perhaps, summarizes as well as 
anything else its philosophy, is: 

“ All for the state.’’ 

And this. was explained to me by 
Senator Cippico as meaning that no 
one has the right to exist as an ‘indi- 
vidual, but only useful member 
of the state. iiheainten into eco- 
nomic terms,,the only persons who 
have any right to existence are pro- 
ducers.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 15.—([Spe- 
cial.]—Faced with a rapidly diminish- 
ing supply of medicinal whisky and 
a sharply increasing national appetite 
for prescription stimulants, Assistant 
Secretary. of the Treasury Andrews 
today announced ‘plans for the intro- 
duction ef legislation permitting the 
‘manufacture annually of a limited 
' quantity of medicinal liquor. 
‘Warehouses, it was stated at the 
‘treasury department, now hold an es- 
‘timated 15,000,000 gallons of medical 
whisky. This is expected to last five 
years. Mr. Andrews stated, however, 
that the amount of medicinal whisky 
used is how on the increase and it 
‘is possible the supply may be con- 
sumed in a shorter time. 

' le said that the number of doctors 
| prescribing liquor has doubled in the 
last two years.

Then all 
the whisky can be manufactured and 
sold under government control. 

In 1921 it was estimated that there 
were on hand 50,000,900 gallons of 
whisky throughout the country. Based 
on records showing the consumption of 
medicinal whisky since that time, 
something like 23,000,000 should still 
be stored in warehouses. Because of 
shrinkage, leakage, evaporation, and 
absorption, it is expected that 8,000,-

-'cents. Babe Ruth is a showman. Ty 


Cobb, whose resignation as the leader 
of the Detroit team got nation-wi 
attention, was a showman. Romance 
was built around his name. 

There was none woyen around Eddie 
Collins because Collins didn’t want it. 
Newspapermen can’t ballyhoo a player 
who won't let them know him. And 
Collins didn’t want reporters as close 
friends, 


Friends of Collins have been won- 
dering why a man who did as much 
for baseball as he, wasn’t permitted to 
resign. They point out that although 
it was reported months ago that Cobb 
was through, the club officials persist- 
ently denied the rumors. Cobb may 
have been fired as manager of the 
Tigers, but the club announced that 
he had quit voluntarily. ~ 

In contrast Eddie Collins was quoted 
as saying that the announcement made 
in Chicago of the appointment of Ray 
Schalk was his first notification that 
his White Sox job was gone.

FINDS NEW 
ERA APPROACHING 


BY HARPER LEECH. | 

Right now Detroit is one of the most 
interesting places on earth. The forces 
focal there have virtually upheaved 
and remoldedl America in the last quar- 
ter century, but so inadequate is the 
human intellect to the comprehension 
of this be-vildering machine world it 
has creat: | that one may walk those 
streets obuvious to most everything 
they mean, 

The reporter, the man who makes 
his living by observation and compari- 
son, may only hope to note a few su- 
perficialities. This: writer got an eye- 
ful of Detroit last week, under spe- 
clally advantageous circ ces. 
Having seen nothing of the town in 
nineteen years, the whole force of the 
contrast was available. 

. When I was there last the dominant 
forces in American thought might be 
said to have been still typifigd- by the 
statue of Hazen Pingree. It’s still there, 
but the world has surged away from that 
time. The slow moving street car sys- 


less interesting anarchronism. 


In his time Pingree and his deeds were 


colored and modified our own time, ob- 
scured as they now may be. But there 
was something almost comic in this 
sprawling, ineffective experiment.in state 


capitalistic modernity which Spell mod- 
ern Detroit. 

The types in the executive offices, the 
eager, objective faces on the streets, 
were strangely familiar.

WATER GARDENING IN 
WHISKY BARREL. 
Whisky and vinegar barrels make 
ideal basins or containers for the be- 
ginner in starting a water garden. One 
of the first steps is to saw a barrel 
in two. Where from one to three 
or four water lilies, or some other 
aquatic plant, are to be planted, a half 
barrel is about the best container to 


Water gardening is such a special 
and almost strange form of plant grow- 
ing that many refuse to tackle it. The 
simple directions given by August 
Koch of pay: park can be followed 
by any one. ere they are: 

Dig a hole in the lawn and sink the 
half barrel almost flush with the surf- 
ace, allowing the rim to stick about 
an inch above the ground. Use a rich 
prairie loam. Throw in a four inch 
layer in the bottom and sprinkle a thin 
layer of manure-from a dairy lot 
around the outer edge. On top of this 
throw in another four inch layer of 
the rich loam, 

Only one plant is grown in each tub. 
After covering the tuber with a thin 
layer of soil the whole surfacé should 
be blanketed with ‘an inch layer of 
gravel to hold the soil down when 
the water is poured in. 

Mr. Koch has found it best to fill the 
tub or half barrel so that the water 
stands about four inches above the 


surface after the tuber has been set. 
Keep the water at that level for about 
two or three weeks and then gradually 
increase it until the tub is full. 

That’s that; what to plant and other 
information on water gardening will 
be given later.
